Front. While the Lake-Front is not aban- 
doned as a part of the site of the Exposition, 
it is not now contemplated to erect any 
structures there, but to beautify it and make 
it a place of rest for visitors.

TRIPLE TRAGEDY AT LEIGH, NEB. 


A Wealthy Stockman Kills His Wife, an 
Employe, and Then Cuts His Throat, 

Len, Neb., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The en- 
tire community was aroused today over a 
bloody tragedy in the family of William Mc- 
Cubbin, a wealthy stockman, which resulted 
in the husband blowing his wife’s brains out, 
shooting his hired man, Frank Yots, to death, 
and eutting his own throat. The crime 
was committed as the result of a vague 
rumor that Yots was too intimate with 
Mrs. McCubbin. After the double murder 
McCubbin called his little 5-year-old daugh- 
ter, who had witnessed the affair, and giving 
her his pocketbook and keys told her to go and 
live with her. grandmother, as she would never 
see paba and mamma again. When the 
frightened child departed the frenzied man 
seized a butcher knife and nearly severed his 
head from the body. The murderer’s corpse 
was found an hour later lying across those of 
his victims who had fallen on the floor. A shot- 
gun and revolver were used todo the bloody 
work. The gun charge tore the wife’s face to 
pieces, and the five revolver shots were fired 
into the body of the hired man. Yots was an 
ignorant fellow, and the suspicions entertamed 
by the husband concerning his wife’s infidelity 
were considered in the county as entirely un- 
grounded.

Mrs. Merriam No. 1 Not at Home—History 
of the Fund W. 

A call at No. 42 Harrison street last night 
developed the fact that Mrs. Merriam is out 
of the city, having ieft for Toronto a week 
ago. She has lived at the above-named place 
for some time, 

The famous Fund W came into existence 
early in 1883. The firm name was Flemming & 
Merriam. The latter existed only in name. 
The man who originated the swindle was 


| ed with the alleged banking firm of James H. 

| Field & Co. of London. In 1872 he was con- 
nected with a chattel mortgage loan office of 
this city conducted by Robert Smith and 
George M. Sloan. Later on Miller started out 
to loan money for Ottway & Co., and formed 
an extensive acquaintance, which enabled him 


| to start in business for himself. He borrowed 


money from all sorts of people, car-drivers, 
clerks, and seamstresses. He paid 3 per cent 
a month for the use of their funds, and 
naturally got plenty of money. He ran 
across a young chap named Flemming and 
took him into his employ. Then it was de- 
cided to extend operations, and John Flem- 
ming became a member of the firm.

-Money poured 
into the trio. Dupes were found in all 
countries. A portion of the principal was 
frequently returned to the investors, and was 
called a dividend. This was done to keep the 
investor in a good humor and make him be- 
lieve he had found a bonanza.

Both were convicted of using the 
mails with intent to commit fraud and lay in 
jail until pardoned by President Arthur. It 


The 
scheme worked by him and Field in England 
was identical with that worked in this city. 

In the Lofidon firm asin the “Fund W” 
Miller’s name did not appear. James H. 
Field & Co. pretended to carry on a banking 
and brokerage business with speculative vari- 
ations, but really did not speculate, merely 
paying the depositors interest at the rate of 
80 per cent a year, and then failing pocketed 
all the deposits and alleged to have lost them 
in speculation. The wives of both Miller and 
Field were arrested in New York last October, 
shortly after the failure of the firm, 1 
with having carried off a large portion of 
booty.

It has suited him to leave his native 
land, permanently or temporarily as the case may 
be, to dwell in Canada, and Canada has a right 
to his first consideration, his true and loyal duty, 
and he is recreant to his obligations as a citi- 
zen of the country that supports him and has 
a mean estimate of patriotism if he permits the 


love of another country to come between him and 


his duty to that which he has made hisown. He 
has no right to exercise the privileges of a citizen 
if he ig not prepared to fulfill the obligations of 
one, Let him be a mere sojourner if he will, but 
let him in that case hold his peace when the vital 
interests of the country in which he is a visitor are 
under discussion. If he cannot place Canada first 
on his roll of duty he is in a measure guilty of 
treachery in attempting to guide her destinies. If 
his love for another country comes before his duty 
to Canada he had better return to that country 
and aid in its affairs.

They belong to the same party that at 
Kingston in 1847 passed an annexation resolution 
and hoisted the Stars and Stripes on the city 
buildings. Sir John Macdonald has never been 
without an annexationist or a separatist in his 
Cabinet: 

The Toronto Globe, whose editor has been 
threatened with arrest, says: 

It is hard to discuss this matter seriously. 
Every intelligent man knows that the loyalty cry 
is a mere dodge to obscure the true issue involved, 
which is the emancipation of the people from the 
reign of monopolists, who in their tariff carry on 
underhandedly the discrimination against Britain 
and in favor of the United States which they pro- 
fess to regard with horror in its naked form. 

The offense of the editor in question con- 
sisted in thé writing of a pamphlet on the 
fisheries question, in response to the request of 
an American friend, in which some réferences 
were made to Sir John Macdonald, It was en- 
tirely a private document, and in reply to Sir 
John Mr. Farren, the editor, says: 

The police need not trouble themselves about 
looking for evidence, 1 admit that 1 was the 
writer and sole author of the brochure, and I 
should not hesitate, ander like circumstances, to 
write another, or a dozen more,on that or any 
other subject, and to state my views, if they are 
worth anything to anybody, in print or out of it, 
about the fisheries or even about Sir John him- 
self, This is a free country, and I purpose living 
up to the rights of the individual so far as I can. 

The extracts quoted above will give some idea 
of the spirit with which the Liberals are con- 
ducting their campaign. They are determined 
that the Tories shall not obscure the real issue 
with their miserable subterfuges, and that the 
electors shall know exactly where they should 
stand on the question of teciprocity. From 
the way in which manufacturers are express- 
ing themselves and in many districts pre- 
senting themselves as Liberal candidates 
itis evident there is a widespread conviction 
that the free exchange of natural products 
cdnuot be had without the freest exchange of 
manufactured goods aiso, and that such an 
unrestricted exchange is necessary to the pros- 
perity of Canada. John Campbell, the ex- 
Mayor of London and a large carriage manu- 
facturer, in a speech the other evening said: 


What we need to mend all this is free trade so 


fortunate borrower. He has been damaged 
to feed the rapacity of some tax-eating cor- 
morants and the foolish ill-will of some farm- 
ers. Home capital has left Michigan and has 
sought this city and State, where it is not the 
target of unjust laws, Thus the quantity of 
loanable capital in Michigan has shrunk, 
while otherwise it would have increased. The 
money which the oorrowers get now comes 


| from the East and the mortgages are held by 


non-residents almost exclusively. Thus the 
State cannot get at them for the purpose of 
taxation and the expectations of the tax-eaters 
are thwarted. In many counties the taxes 
collected on mortgages do not pay for the 
special set of books which has to be kept 
under the mortgage-taxing law. 

Nearly 8,000 mortgages expire yearly in 
Michigan, While the old law was in force the 
mortgageor was almost always willing to ex- 
tend the loan. Not so now, however. He has 
to be more careful about it. He prefers to 
get his money back, and hence it is that an 
increased number of foreclosures may be 
looked for, Lénders will cease to be lenient 

-when they see that no leniency is shown to 
them. If the present Michigan Legislature is 
not controlled by demagogues and fools it 
will wipe off the statute books a law which the 
experience of four years has shown to be hurt- 
ful to the interests of the State and especially 
to the interests of the very men who were most 


eager for its passage. 


THE KIND OF AID THE FARMERS NEED. 

The farmers in Pennsylvania are demand- 
ing that their lands be freed from all taxation. 
Already the State revenues are mostly drawn 
from the railroads and other corporations, 
leaving the farms to be taxed only by the 
counties for local purposes. But this is not 
enough. It is now asked that the corpora- 
tions shall also be taxed by the counties, or 
that they be made to pay so much into the 
State Treasury that a large portion of the 
money can be turned over to the county. The 
farmers think the railroads are making too 
much out of them, though admitting that the 
corporations are carrying produce from the 
West at such low rates as to prevent the Penn- 
sylvania producers from getting as much for 
their surplus as they otherwise would do. 
Meanwhile farmers in the West are de- 
manding stall lower rates for transpor- 
tation, alleging: as a reason therefur 


that they cannot otherwise compete with their 


brethren near the seaboard. Then some, if 
not all, of them, in’ both sections, are alleged 
to be demandmg a cheap dollar, without 
which they allege they cannot pay their hon- 
est”’ debts and compete with the capitalists 
who have formed soulless corporations for the 
purpose of oppressing the agricultural classes. 
Also the latter are said to be agitating for the 
issue by the Government of enough fiat paper 
money to enable them to pay the taxes, or by 
means of which the Government can pay its 
own way minus the necessity of calling upon 
the people at all, the idea being that all the 
officials would be glad to take their pay in fiat 
paper for which no redemption had been pro- 
vided. 

The mistake made by these and others who 
are complaining loudly about real or fancied 
grievances is in supposing legislation can give 
them the desired relief. Make the Eastern 
farm absolutely free of tax and the Western 
farmer will demand further Government aid 
to enable him to meet the increased cumpeti- 
tion. Give to both a cheap dollar and the 
purchasing power will be so much less than 
before as to bring out other plaints, and fresh 
demands for an increased issue of shinplasters 
to make up for the depreciation. All the 
grumpblers and would-be reformers of the Na-

These want a currency that is depteciated, one 
in which they can pay off debts at a discount, 
and by the use of which they can swindle labor 
in the West and South, They have heard that 
the laborers of India are content to receive 
pay in a stated number of rupees per year, 
whether the silver rupee be worth the par of 
48 cents or anything less than that down to 36 
cents, and they fancy they can work the same 
trick on the laborer in this country. These 
two classes, though acting in unison, are gov- 
erned by entirely different motives. The one 
thinks the value of silver will advance and the 
other does not expect anything of the kind as 
a result of unlimited coinage for silver. 

It is simply impossible for the United States 
to lift to par and hold there the six thousand 
million ounces of silver which constitute the 
world’s stock of that metal today. No one 
man in Chicago can carry a ton weight upon 
his back, but ifit were divided up among a 
dozen or fifteen men they could carry the load 
with ease. So it would be with the insane at- 
tempt to make the United States shoulder the 
entire load of the world’s silver, but it could 
be done by the codperation of other civilized 
countries. Hence what the men of the silver 
States should do is to stop trying to make our 
Government bear the responsibility as against 
all the rest, and labor towards the forming 
of a bimetallic union with England, Ger- 
many, and France, which would be willingly 
joined in with by the other nations of the East- 
ern Hemisphere. And in order to do this the 
men from the silver States should be willing
